Back in the cells were 13 other 
convicts who had joined in the Sun. 
day break for liberty, while Mrs. 


George A. Waters — the United 
States only feminine warden of a 
male prison--shunned praise for 


her heroism and sought the source 
of pistols smuggled to the leaders, 

Hastily summoned sheriff's posses 
rode throughout the night over the 
short grass plains seeking to flush 
the felons from their hiding places. 
All major highways were block- 
aded and farmers grimly guarded 
their homes against possible de- 
predations of the freed killers and 
robbers. 

The break followed an investiga- 
tion into reports of cruel treatment 
of the inmates. 

“We have been having trouble

ROME, Feb. 18—The possibility 
Italy will send more Fascist 
militia, or perhaps regular army 
troops, to Italian Somaliland to 
reinforce the small colonial forces 
there and guard against recur- 
rence of border disputes with 
Ethiopia, was seen last night in a 
resolution adopted by the Fascist 
grand council. 

Several battalions of Fascist mi- 
litia, totalling 3,100 men are already | 
en route. It was made known over | 
the week-end 1,000 troops already| 
were on the Mediterranean, nearing | 
Port Said. Three other battalions, 
totalling 2,100, are ready to sail but} 
the force of upwards of 30,000 regu- | 
lar troops mobilized last week for 
African duty remained in Italy.

_After hearing an exposition of the 
situation by Premier Benito Mus- 
solini, the grand council resolved 
to send its “cordial salute to the de-

TARIFF DESIRES 
ARE OUTLINED IN 
NEW YORK SPEECH 


Post-War Type Economic 
Nationalism for Canada 


Only if Driven by Other 


Nations. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Evidence 
in the United States of a belief 
in better trade relations with the 
rest of the world and a desire to 
make an agreement with the 
Dominion had “gladdened the 
heart of Canada,” Rt. Hon. R. B. 
Bennett, Canadian prime minister, 
declared in a speech here Sat- 
urday night before the Canadian 
Socicty of New York, 

“For long we have been awaiting 
it,” he added, “and I promise you 
that in the fuller, practical mani- 
festation of this principle of eco- 
nomic co-operation, you will not 
find us laggard.” 

Taking as theme “current events 
at home and our plans for the fu- 
ture,” Mr. Bennett told briefly of 
the problems besetting Canada in 
the depression years, the steps taken 
to cope with them, and the reform 
program which his government had 
already launched, 

At greater length the prime min- 
ister discussed relations between 
Canada and the United States, what 
they had been in the past and what 
they might become. Without at- 
tempting to apportion praise or 
blame he recalled that United 
States had raised tariff walls and 
Canada had followed suit. 


FOLLOWED ONLY COURSE 

“Had our positions been reversed, 
what else could you have done?” 
Mr. Bennett asked. “Would you 
have subscribed to a one-way trade 
route when the prosperity of the 
nation required the maintenance of 
a reasonable balance between im- 
ports and exports?” 

He had always believed in tariffs, 
Mr. Bennett said, “but I do not say 
they are inviolate, or that they 
should not be modified, 


TARIFFS TOO HIGH 

I say that tariffs in many coun- 
tries are much too high. I say that 
tariffs in Canada are too high, But 
I must be candid and, if you will 
permit me, again remind you that 
it is not primarily our fault that 
they are too hgh. 

When, in 1929, the United 
States saw fit to raise its tariffs 
the Dominion of Canada had no 
other courses open to it but to 
raise its tariffs also. 

Reform policies without interna- 
tional trade might be of little use 
but, Mr, Bennett said, ‘“‘we are sure 
that unless we put our house in 
order, international association is 

unavailing. We subscribe to the 
theory of economic nationalism and 
condemn its practice only when it 
and practical world co-operation 
are mutually antagonistic, 


NO NATIONALISM 

“Economic nationalism of the 
post-war type we will never adopt 
as a policy, unless the action of| 
other nations drive us to it,” the 
Prime Minister asserted. We de- 
clare for Canada first—but not for 
Canada in isolation. 

“In Canada we have been hoping 
for the time when we might join 
with you in applying a corrective 
to our mutually unsatisfactory 
trade situation. For many years it 
has left a great deal to be desired. 
Where in the whole wide world 
are to be found two nations better 
equipped to manifest this faith in 
mutually profitable methods?” 


“DRIVING” REFORM 

Mr. Bennett closed with an ex- 
pression of hope that he would live 
“to see my country embarked upon 
the way to a great future.” The 
government would drive forward 
with its reform program and bring | 
the country’s natural resources into 
more effective service. 

“And if you will join with us,” 
he added, “we will enter into an 
agreement by which our econo- 
mic value to one another will 
be strikingly augmented.” 


FRIENDSHIP GATHERING 

The text of the prime minister's 
address follows, in part: 

Opening with expressions of plea- 
sure at meeting the United States 
secretary of state and the represent- 
atives of other countries of the 
British commonwealth, Mr. Bennett 
complimented the society for its 
work in the couse of international 
peace, 

“This is a notable gathering,” Mr. 
Bennett said, “a manifestation of 
the truth, may we not say, that be- 
tween the United States and the 
British commonwealth of nations 
there grows and strengthens that 
friendship which is invested with 
the might which can decree that 
wars shall cease?” 

Having been asked to say some- 
thing about current events at home 
and Canada’s plans for the future, 
Mr. Bennett dwelt briefly on the 
problems of the depression years, 

“Great numbers of our people 
have been without work,” he said. 
“Industry has felt the dreariness of 
falling markets, agriculture has 
been doubly tried. 


GREATER RESOURCEFULNESS 
All 


“But we have fought back. 
that was best in Canada has sur 


vived. The struggle with hard 
times has increased the resourceful 
ness of our people, The will to pre- 
vail is more resolute than ever be- 


fore. 

“Individualism is struggling to 
renounce the predatory element in 
it which faults in our economic 
society has engendered, And the 
state will vigorously support this 
salutary movement,

“We have been fortunate. What- 
ever may be the cause of our com- 
parative well-being, we thank Di- 
vine Providence for it, and go for- 
ward with humility and gratitude 
to reap the harvest of prosperity 
which we believe is preparing for 
us.” 


UNDIMINISHING DEBT 


Canada had far to go before 
reaching a state of social and econ- 
omic security, the Prime Minister 
continued, and there was much to 
be done. Employment, trade and 
industrial conditions had improved 
and the agricultural picture show- 
ed signs of brightening, though its 
difficulties remained enormous. 

“Our debt is great,” Mr. Bennett 
went on, “and it is not diminish- 
ing. 

“Employment increases, but we 
have still many unemployed. Our 
railway problem is a most difficult 
one. Our taxes are high, The in- 
equitable distribution of the bene- 
fits of the capitalist system is a 
grave challenge to our well being. 


OLD COMPLACENCY 

“The old complacency’ with 
which, only a short while ago, some 
very respectable people and some 
very respectable nations regarded 
the acute social disequilibrium pro- 
voked by a defective capitalist sys- 
tem, has given way, thank God, to 
an appreciation of the joint and 
several responsibility of all classes 
for the national weal; surely a 
striking proof of our regeneration.” 


EMERGENCY PAST 


With the emergency past, Canada 
was abandoning the “technique of 
the depression” and replacing em- 
ergency measures with reform 
measures, The majority opinion in 
Canada was that the Capitalist sys- 
tem was not flawless. Without its 
reform progress was improbable 
and recurrent depression inevitable. 

He would not discuss the govern- 
ment’s reform program in detail, 
Mr. Bennett said, because “to «do 
so might appear as an attempt to 
influence your views upon some 
Canadian questions which necessar- 
ily are not without political sig- 
nificance.” 


TESTED PROGRAM 


“You must. not infer from any- 
thing I say that we claim for our 
policy of recovery and reform un- 
rivalled excellence. That is not the 
case. Our policy is the product of 
earnest thought. Its soundness has 
been tested in all possible ways. It 
is workable. We believe it will be 
productive of great benefits, and 
we are arrayed unswervingly in its 
support until it has achieved the 
purpose for which it is designed. 
That is the point I wish to make. 
For you have asked me about our 
plans for the future. And there 
you have them, if our government 
has the ordering of them. 

“Now it would appear that the 
United States has declared that it 
is of the same mind as Canada, and 
has agreed that no nation in econ- 
omic isolation from the others, can 
look for absolute recovery; or, upon 
recvery, can hope to maintain its 
potential maximum well being 
without the sustaining benefits of 
international association. 


WAXES COMPLIMENTARY 


“The evidence of this country’s 
belief in better trade relations with 
the rest of the world, has glad- 
dened the heart of Canada. For 
long we have been awaiting it. The 
willingness of congress to delegate 
to your great president the power 
to make trade agreements, his 
prompt exercise of that power, the 
splendid crusade of the secretary 
of state for better international 
economic association, are cause for 
rejoicing, I believe, throughout the 
world, 


“The recent statement of the 
secretary of state of the intention 
to negotiate a trade agreement with 
the government of Canada has been 
received, I can assure you, with the 
utmost satisfaction in all parts of 
our dominion,” 


BOTH WELL EQUIPPED 


“Now that we have agreed in 
principle that closer international 
cooperation is desirable, now that 
we have subscribed to the apparent 
truth that no nation can wholly 
prosper in economic isolation from 
the rest, may we not ask, without 
suggestion of impropriety, where in 
the whole wide world are to be 
found two nations better equipped 
to manifest this faiii in mutually 
profitable methods? 


Canada and the United States had 
much in common, Mr, Bennett said 
Standards of living were alike and 
currencies freely interchangeable, 
There was an equal love of freedom 
and equal enjoyment of it. Com- 
modities of both countries were pro- 
duct of unfettered labor under con- 
ditions substantially unchanged by 
the international boundary

THE EASTERN BREAK-UP 

Moscow reports officially that Japanese 
troops have invaded Mongolia, which is likely 
enough. But nowhere in the despatch is it | 
mentioned that Mongolia happens to be Chinese 


territory. This is a circumstance to which 

neither Tokio nor Moscow attach much im- 

portance, 
China is.only the helpless victim of a | 


squabble between its powerful neighbors as to | 
which of them shall get its territory, or the | 
largest slice of it. Russia is pursuing the 
“peaceful penetration” policy through the whole 
area of northern and western China, while 
Japan just takes what it wants. 

In both cases the end is the same so far 
as China is concerned—dismemberment. Self- 
determination and the other idealistic proposi- 
tions discussed at Versailles mean little beyond 
the Pacific. In that part of the world the only 
title a nation has to its property is the ability 
to defend it. 

To western people this does not sound 
pleasant, after “the war to end war” and the 
accompanying professions of idealism and pre- 
dictions of a new era. The new era has come 
in the Orient, and whatever else it may mean 
it means the destruction of China. If the 
League of Nations and western peoples do not 
approve, that is just too bad. The partition of 
the ancient empire is not being carried out with 
any fine regard to Occidental susceptibilities. 


NO REMARKS FROM COUNCIL 

No action yet on the part of the city council 
to investigate the Damon and Pythias relation- 
ship that seems to exist between the Edmonton 
sinking fund board and the bond-brokers in 
opposing the attempt to force a downward 
revision of bond-interest rates. 

“Souls with but a single thought and hearts

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN 

Hon. J. Russell Love outlines three courses 
which the Government of Alberta might take | 
in order to cut down the interest charges on the 
provincial debt: 

1, Refund outstanding issues of bonds as 
these mature, at lower rates of interest. Which 
means paying the present exorbitant rates of 
interest until the outstanding issues mature ten 
years or so hence. There is no refunding of any 
present benefit to anybody involved in that 
process, It is simply routine “sound money” 
procedure. : 

2. Secure from the Dominion funds sufficient

“EAR-MARKING”’ THE EGG MONEY 

Questioned in parliament, Hon. Robert Weir, 
minister of agriculture, explained that Domin- 
ion money is not being spent to “put over” the 
egg and poultry marketing scheme in the 
prairie previnces. 

The sum of $10,000 had been supplied for 
expenditure in Manitoba, $10,000 to be spent in 
Saskatchewan, and $20,000 for expenditure in 
Alberta, but merely to facilitate explaining the 
scheme to farmers and poultrymen, and to “cor- 
rect misrepresentations;” not to propagandize 
the farmers and poultrymen into voting for the 
proposal. 

The Minister should tune in at any conven- 
ient hour of the day or evening and listen to 
the oratory that is filling the western air with 
two or three kinds of language in exposition of 
the vast benefits to come to the producers from 
the compulsory pooling plan, or glance at the 
columns of western papers for the itineraries 
of the army of lecturers that has invaded the 
rural sections to expound the advantages of 
non-competitive marketing. 

If, as he says, a condition of these grants 
was that opponents of the scheme should have 
equal opportunity in presenting their side of 
the case, they do not for some reason seem to 
be doing it. 

From the outside, and with all deference to 
the intentions of the Minister, the proceedings 
take on the appearance of being the most ex- 
tensive and expensive propaganda effort ever 
staged in this part of the country under official 
auspices. The consumer, who is of course only 
a bystander, is warranted in drawing the con- 
clusion that the price of eggs will have to go up 
like a balloon if the “tub” is to be made stand 
on its own bottom, and the compulsory pool 
repay the expense of getting itself launched.

Major Fred Brewster was out of town with 
horses getting wood and ice in readiness for the 
summer needs of Jasper Park Lodge, but mine 
host Paul Andrews who has a son preparing 
for a legal career at the University of Alberta 
constituted himself official greeter and guide, 
chauffeur and mentor and did it very well. We 
drove all over this pretty Spotless Town of the 
West, across the three bridges that span the 
broken Athabasca near its source, past lovely 
little lakes to the log village nestling beneath 
trees—The Lodge itself. : 

Next day we chanced an auto trip up the 
mountain roads to Maligne Canyon, taking hair- 
pin turns on the ice without mishap, though 
without snowshoes we couldn't reach the brink 
of the great chasm through which at great 

| depth the Maligne river flows on its way to the 
Athabasca. We got a marvellous view of the 
| valley of the Athabasca from the height, with 
| the little town of Jasper in the distance, and 
we surprised a bighorned mountain sheep at 
his feed. Deer of course, were plentiful. Tame, 
they roamed the townsite looking for food. 
Jasper in these tax-ridden days is almost 
the New Jerusalem among towns. It has no 
Mayor, no Council and no taxes. You don't 
have to buy lots: they are rented to you on 
condition that you build a house or cottage or 
business place, and pay the Administration 
rent at the yearly rate of $8 for an inside lot 
or $10 for a corner lot. There’s an extra charge 
of course, for water and light. I was surprised 
to find how many Edmonton people have cot- 
tages on lovely spots throughout the great Park 
until I learned how easily it can be done. Then 
I wondered that more people hadn't built cot- 
tages in this paradisal spot only eight or nine 
hours drive by auto from Edmonton, and with 
a fast daily train service. 


%% % 
Jasper, like Edson which takes its name 
from Edson Sutherland who engineered in the 
building of the Grand Trunk Pacific, perpetu- 
ates the given name of an early employe of 
the old fur company—Jasper Hawes. Legend 
had it that Jasper was either carroty-headed 
or a forerunner of the popular platinum blondes, 
so that the early voyageurs had named Tete 
Jaune Cache after his headpiece. Mr. R. T. 
Young head of the C.N.R. shops at Jasper, who 
has done valuable research work in the history 
and names of the district tells me that rum- 
maging among some old records at Fort St. 
James, years ago, he came across a letter from 
one of the Hudson’s Bay pioneer factors, telling 
of a pass through the Rockies that had been 
named Tete Jaune because a yellow-headed 
Iroquois Indian used to cache his furs there. 

Lucky for the historians that Mr. Young 
copied the letter. By the time he had communi- 
cated with the archivist of the Hudson's Bay 
Company and that officer had paid a visit to 
Fort St. James to search the treasured docu- 
ments, a fire had demolished the building in 
which the old records lay. Mr. Young's copy is 
| now the only document left to tell the story 
| of how Tete Jaune Cache and the Yellowhead 
Pass got their names. 

Before I left, Mr. Young showed me through 
the roundhouse where among others three of 
the huge “4300 class” locomotives were under 
| inspection. Far more powerful than the great 
| engines that draw the No. 1 and No. 2 flyers at 
| high speed across the continent, the “4300” loco- 
| motives draw heavy freight trains. Any one of 
| these giants—then whom there are no more 
| powerful on the whole continent—can haul 59 
|, loaded cars over the divide. 


* 


Mr. Young's railway experience extends over 
half a century. He has seen both great trans- 
continentals throw their steel across the prairies 
| —and helped with both tasks. Brought to Bran- 
don by his father in 1879 by way of Minnea- 
| polis he has one memory that will have great 
| interest for readers of The Edmonton Bulletin. 
He recalls the late Hon, Frank Oliver stopping 
| at his father’s homestead outside Brandon on 
his way by oxcart to seek fortune in the far 
West. The thing that intrigued him most was 
the sight of a platen press roped to the ox- 
cart. It was on this press that the first copy of 

The Edmonton Bulletin—a tiny sheet not much 
bigger than a handbill—was printed in the year 
1880 

Jaspers greatest need at the present time 
is for the completion of the Jasper Highway 
through the Pass to connect with the highway 
system of British Columbia, so that the thou- 
sands of American tourists who come into the 
Pacific province could return by way of the 
northern route through Jasper and Edmonton, 
There are only 46 miles of heavy construction, 
but for some reason Ottawa will not move. 
A very much more expensive and difficult work 
is under way to link Jasper with Banff and 
Calgary. Apparently no tourist is to be allowed 
to visit Jasper unless he goes through Banff. 
In the meantime the tradesmen and hotel- 
keepers are deprived of the great business that 
would follow the linking of the road with 
British Columbia, and the Canadian National is 
deprived of the profitable freight that would 
follow for supplies and gasoline for the Ameri- 
can tourists who would come. 

Yet despite the efforts of Ottawa to hold 
back the progress of Jasper, the Jasper folk 
in their lovely happy model town are hoping 
for better days in the not-too-distant future.

Wry-Neck or Torticollis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


While our necks are not as freely movable 
as those of birds, we, nevertheless use our 
necks quite a bit for turning our heads during 
ordinary action, as any person who wakes up 
in the morning with a stiff neck can testify. A 


stiff neck is quite an uncomfortable exper- 
ience while it lasts. Fortun- 
ately in most instances the 
stiffness leaves after a few 
hours, but in some cases it 
may persist for several days. 
One does not notice how 
much one moves the neck 
until such stiffness. occurs; 
then every movement of the 
body seems to affect the neck, 
causing discomfort. 

F Usually with any form of 
Dr. F. stiff neck or wry neck only 
one side is affected, the muscles being stiff and 
contracted most frequently on the right side. 
Adults may sometimes develop wry neck or 
torticollis in a very chronic form so that, in- 
stead of disappearing within a few hours or 
days, the trouble persists over a period of 
months or years. It may also appear in an 
intermittent form, occurring at fairly regular 
intervals. 

The muscle most often affected is the 
sterno-mastoid, so-called because the lower 
end of it is attached to the upper part of the 
sternum or breast bone and the upper end is 
attached to the prominent lump on the skull 
just behind the ear. You can feel this muscle 
at the side of your neck when you turn your 
head to the opposite side. It is so strong that, 
when it becomes violently contracted as in 
torticollis, it pulls the ear towards the shoulder 
of the affected side. 

In most cases this contraction is caused by 
rheumatic toxins settling in the muscle due to 
exposure to a cold draft. When one wakes up 
in the morning with a stiff neck, the usual 
cause is a strained position during sleep which 
may have caused the pressure either upon the 
muscle or the nerves supplying it. The condi- 
tion is readily benefited through the application 
of heat to relax the muscles and the use of 
chiropractic or osteopathic manipulations to 
relieve any nerve pressure and increase the 
circulation of blood through the contracted 
muscle. Sometimes only one chiropractic or 
osteopathic manipulation will completely relieve 
the stiff neck, but, if the trouble continues for 
several days, it may become chronically irri- 
tated so that the results are slower and several 
treatments may be required. In other forms of 
torticollis, where the nerve supply of the neck 
muscles is affected, no such speedy results may 
be expected. 

Those who are very nervous may develop 
torticollis without any apparent affection of the 
nerves or muscles. In these cases the trouble 
with the neck usually appears following ex- 
posure to cold or a blow. One should begin 
treatment for torticollis at its first appearance 
regardless of the cause, because the longer the 
trouble exists, the greater is the tendency for 
the muscle to become more rigid and even 
atrophied. Where the trouble has continued 
for any length of time, I always advise an acid 
fruit fast in order to assist in the absorption 
of any toxins which may have settled in the 
affected region. The best home treatment is 
the application of heat and gentle massage of 
the contracted muscles. If these heat treat- 
ments are not sufficient, one should always 
consult a doctor who is familiar with manip- 
ulative methods and physio-therapy treatments.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1812 as As- 
sembly o2 the Province of Upper 
Canada made a demonstration of 
its power over officials of the 
crown, John Small, clerk of the 
crown, was ordered to appear at 
the bar of the house and answer 
a charge of centumacy. 

He was accused of having in- 
vaded the privileges of parlia- 
ment by serving a capias upon 
Alexander Macdoneil, a member 
of the Assembly. Small was ex- 
amined at great length, much ar- 
gument taking place as ‘ 
whether he had deliberately in- 
sulted parliament or merely been 
guilty of a mistaken policy, It 
seems that he had the capias to 
serve upon Macdonell, that he 
was in the parliament building 
(Assembly side) on other busi- 
ness, and, meeting Macdonell 
handed him the official docu- 
ment, not giving thought at the 
moment to the fact that he was 
within the legislative halls where 
an M.P. is on sacred grounds, Had 
he waited until he met Mac- 
donell in the street or called at 
his hotel and served the capias 
there would have been no 
trouble. In the end Small was 
permitted to make an apology 
and the incident ended. 

This was only one of the many 
cases of privilege in that parlia- 
ment, Two days after the Small 
incident came the famous case of

Robert Nichol who was accused 
of having libelled a fellow mem- 
ber, and who ‘was arrested and 
released by a writ of habeas 
corpus issued by Chief Justice 
Scott, thus bringing on a heated 
controversy between the As- 
sembly and the judiciary.

THE GLORY THAT WAS 
ATHENS 

Editor Bulletin: The displace- 
ment of human labor by mechan- 
ical power, through the transfer 
of the burden of work from the 
shoulders of man to the more 
capable shoulders of the machine, 
thanks to the rapid advance of 
science, is the most striking phe- 
nomenon of the past generation, 
more particularly during the 
years since the war. 

Scientists tell us that this state 
of things, far from being tem- 
porary, is bound to increase, for 
in the future man’s labor will be 
less and less required in the arts 
of production, and it brings us 
face to face with what they call 
the Age of Leisure. 

The common repugnance of our 
statesmen to this conception, and 
their seemingly fixed idea that 
unemployment is an avoidable 
evil and that their chief task 
must be to find work for the 
unemployed (seeing that there 
can be no distribution of pur- 
chasing power without wages, in 
other words that without wages 
the workers will starve), suggest 
consideration of the great civil- 
izations of antiquity — Babylon, 
Egypt, Crete, Greece and Rome. 
Let us take Athens as a type, for 
what is true of Athens is more 
or less true of all these great 
states. 

Now all these ancient civiliza- 
tions rested on a foundation of 
slavery, Athens, like the others, 
was a slave state. “The civiliza- 
tion of the ancient world was 
built on the institution of slavery, 
and without this economic 
foundation neither Athenian cul- 
ture nor the Roman imperial sys- 
tem could have existed.” All 
menial work was done by slaves, 
but slavery was by no means 
confined to that. 

Unskilled labor was almost en- 
tirely slave labor, but skilled 
Jabor too was largely so, The in- 
dustrial crafts, though to some 
extent exercised by freemen, 
were chiefly left to slaves. Thus 
the citizens were set free for the 
service, both military and civil, 
of the State, and the cultivation 


of the arts and philosophy: for 
the dignity of the soldier, the 
magistrate, the artist or the 
thinker, 


The fruits of this system are to 
be seen in “the glory that was 
Athens,” which is the wonder and 
the envy of the modern world: a 
city crowded with temples, the- 
atres and works of sculpture, 
almost as “thick as autumnal 
leaves that strew the brooks of 
Vallombrosa,” imperishably link- 
ed with the names of Pericles 
and Phidias. 

Witness, too, the triumphs of 
Greek culture in poetry, history, 
Philosophy and science as illus- 
trated by Aeschylus, Thucydides, 
Plato and Aristetle, and scores of 
others. Where can the present 
age, in any country, show such 
names? 

And the same is true of Rome, 
Her public buildings, her roads, 
her aqueducts were made pos- 
sible by the use of slave labor. 


| In Rome, as in Greece, the classes 


released from the drive of irk- 
some toil exhibited an extrar 
ordinary fertility of genius, The 
illustrious writers and thinkers 
of the Augustan age shed lustre 
on the Roman name. In law 
Rome was supreme. She became 
lawgiver to the world. Hence the 
inference may be drawn that 
freedom from economic compul- 
sions does not necessarily clog 
the human spirit, but on the con- 
trary enables it to rise to greater 
heights. 

In our own day slavery is past and 
man is nominally free, But though 
he has political freedom and 
enjoys the franchise, he has not 
economic freedom. On the masses 
of mankind economic compul- 
sions still sit heavily. They toil 
perhaps more than any slave of 
old, because they must, in order 
to live. But in this age of me- 
chanical power, when the genius 
of man has harnessed the forces 
of nature, solar energy in its var- 
ious forms, to do his bidding, the 
machine is rapidiy and progres- 
sively displacing human labor, 
The mass production thereby

Commencing in Eastern papers, and spreading to Western 
papers, ig an outcry that the Federal government is tied up with 
two hundred and fifty million bushels bought -a Winnipeg Ex- 
change futures at prices now standing at least thirty per cent 
above any selling values. The insinuation seems to be that the 
farmers got none of this thirty per cent—because the price of the 
futures was way up after the farmers had been forced by 
necessities to lef go at lower levels. 


The outcry will not do any good. We have all known that 
since we embarked on a world-wide tariff war in 1930—blasting 
our way into commercial oblivion instead of into the markets 
of the world—there has been no chance to sell wheat in world 
markets at cost of production. The loss has been continuous 
and certain. It does not matter whether the wheat is held by the 
Federal government or by individuals, the loss is a national loss 
and in'the final analysis has to be paid by taxation of every 
Canadian. 


The remedy is not by press denunciation and parliamentary 
orations; but by getting down to common sense and business, 
and trading the wheat to nations who will send us some useful

One-fourth cup vinegar or lem-

% cup chili sauce or 1-3 cup sweet 
or India relish. 

Place all ingredients except chili 
sauce or relish in a pint jar in the 
order listed, Fasten top on jar} 
tightly and shake vigorously for 
two minutes. The mixture will 
blend perfectly. If thicker consist- 
ency is desired, place jar in refrig- 
eraior to chill before serving, Just 
before serving blend in chili sauce | 
or relish. Makes 1% cups, 
HORSERADISH DRESSING 

This dressing is particularly good 
with celery-carrot and apple salad, 
although any bland vegetable gains 
interest if served with the dressing.

J. E. Barton, M.A., Lon- 
don, England, to Lec- 


ture in Edmonton 


“It is high time that a small and) 
careful selection of Canadian paint- 
ings was shown in London,” said 
J. E. Barton, M.A. (Oxon), head- 
master of Bristol Grammar school 
and director of art for the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, who 
arrived in Edmonton Monday dur- 
ing a lecture tour of Canada held 
under the auspices of the National 
Gallery, 


Speaking of art in Canada, Mr. 
Barton stated that he had been im- 
pressed with the evidences of art 
appreciation all over the Dominion, 
and that in this respect the country 
would compare favorably with any 
other country. 


WOULD CREATE FURORE 

“If I were to “hand-pick” the 
paintings of some half-dozen Can- 
adian painters and show them in 
London I am sure that they would 
create a furore,” said Mr. Barton. 

The best landscape art being 
Practiced in Canada, he continued, 
was eminently constructive but at 
the same time its quality was evolv- 
ed trom the native landscape of the 
country itself. 

“Canadian art is in no sense a 
product of the Parisian studio,” said 
Mr. Barton, 

“Art as applied to every day life 
fs very evident in Canada, as some 
of the buildings, such as Canadian 
Hotels and the artistic evolution of 
motor cars, revealed.” This, said Mr. 
Barton, was the unconscious art and 
therefore a real art, 


NEED OF ART 

“People are too apt to regard art 
fs a luxury. They do not seem to 
realize that in every appliance of 
every day life there is a need of| 
art. They do not seem to realize that 
it is not just a matter of looking 
at a few pictures in galleries.” 

Speaking of the cubists, Mr. Bar- 
ton.stated that some very excellent 
work was being done by genuine 
artists in this form of art but that 
a great deal of copying of this par- 
ticular type of work was being done 
which, from its lack of sincerity, 
could only be described as sheer 
nonsense,

Appreciation of the work done} 
by Dr. Harry Lewis among both} 
the white people and the Indians} 
was expressed by Mr. Christianson, 
who stated that through the work 
of this doctor there had been re- 
markably little outbreak of disease. 

“The Indians are by no means a 
poor depressed looking race,” said 
Mr. Christianson, and the fact that} 
their population is increasing is a 
true testimony of their well-being.”

on the Dominion government to do 
likewise. Enactment of legislation 
whereby provinces would have to 
purchase 10 per cent of their coal 
requirements from Canadian mines, 
also was requested. 

The delegation was introduced by 
Fred C, Moyer, K.C., Independent 
party house leader and member of 
the legislature for Drumheller. 

Included in the delegation were 
C. G. O'Connor and John Blue, sec- 
retary of the Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce.
